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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 62-66 are pending in this application. 

Action Summary 

The examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 36-44 and 46-61 . 
Therefore, any and all objections and/or rejections directed to them are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does 
not teach, disclose nor make obvious the prior art does not teach, suggest or 
make obvious an apparatus for applying a metered dose of a non-occlusive 
percutaneous or non-occlusive transdermal drug delivery system to the dermal 
surface comprising a container, a metered dose applicator and wherein the 
container comprises a physiologically active agent, a volatile liquid and an 
penetration enhancer. It is not taught, suggested or made obvious that the active 
agent is selected from a hormone for contraception, a progestogen other than 
progesterone, an oestrogen and progestogen other than progesterone or an 
oestrogen. The prior art is full of topical applications of hormones via, patches 
and creams. However, hormones delivered via a spray that becomes dry to the 
touch within three minutes are not taught by the prior art.
